DDT Brings Grape Le : 


afhopper Control 


If Applied Before Bloom Season 


By FRED JENSEN sd

The grape leafhopper may be 
controlled by DDT applied before 
bloom. The DDT is available in 
two forms, as a 5 per cent dust or 
as a 2.4 per cent DDT dissolved 
in a light oil. 

If the dust is used, the applica- 
tion of DDT fits into the regular 
sulfuring schedule for mildew con- 
trol. Either one or two applica- 
tions may be made. Two applica- 
tions of DDT are more certain 
than one and give a longer period 
of control but are not essential. 

Two Applications 

If two applications are made, 
use 15 lbs. of dust per acre and 
apply in alternate middles, the 
second application being made in 
middles not dusted the first time. 
If only one application is made, 20 
lbs. of dust are necessary, applied 
‘in every middle to insure thorough 
coverage. 

The other control is vapo-spray- 
ing with 3% to 4 gallons per acre 
of 2.4 per cent DDT in oil. This 
should be applied about a week 
before bloom and between sul- 
furings to avoid burn. 

Restriction 

As licensed for use on grapes, 
DDT may not be applied after the 
berries have formed, thus the 
latest permitted application is at 
bloom. 

Application of DDT this early 
will not give protection for the 
entire season. Leafhoppers may 
move in from non-treated areas 
and reinfest vineyards after the 
residual toxicity of DDT is ex- 
hausted.

No Payments 
For Gypsum Or 
Sulphur Use 


No further approvals for pay- 
ment will be granted for the use 
of gypsum: or sulphur, according 
to information released this week 
by. Stanley L. Hill; secretary of 
the Tulare County Agricultural 
Conservation association. 

According to Mr. Hill, this ac- 
tion was taken by the county com- 
mittee because the allocation of 
Tulare county 1949 conservation 
funds is near depletion in as 
much as most of the funds com- 
mitted so far have been for gypD- 
sum and sulphur, it is felt by the 
committee that the balance should 
be used for other conservation 
practices to be carried out later 
in the year. e 

Those farmers who have al- 
ready received prior approval for 
the use of gypsum or sulphur will 
still receive their payment pro- 
vided they complete their practice 
and report prior to their deadline 
date. 

Other practices for which far- 
mers and ranchers may still re- 
quest prior approval are: Dam 
construction for livestock water, 
irrigation and erosion control, 
weed control and eradication, pipe- 
line installation, spring develop- 
ment, diversion ditches, riprap 
in streams, and seeding permanent 
pasture.

Beef Cattle 
Gains Are Based 
On Hereditary 


What kind of steer will use its 
feed most efficiently? This ques- 
tion is seldom asked but often 
thought. According to Bob Ander- 
son, assistant farm advisor in 
Tulare county, the ability to use 
| feed efficiently by a steer is large- 
ly hereditary. That’s one reason 
why it’s important for the com- 
mercial cattleman to use good 
range bulls. 

Research experiments at the 
University ‘of California college 
of agriculture show the decendents 
of one bull to require an average 
of 60 pounds more feed than those 
of another buil to gain an equal 
amount of weight. The feed re- 
quirements of beef cattle fluctua- 
ted from 630 pounds in some ani- 
mals to 760 pounds in others, in 
order to gain 100 pounds of 
weight. 

An easy rule to remember and

In the third year, graze 
early, and remove the stock while 
there’s still moisture in the soil, 
so the grass can come back. 
Fourth Year 

In the fourth year, keep the 
stock off all year. Re-burn, if it 
seems necessary, or remove by 
equipment or by spraying, all the 
brush that might have come back 
after the first clearing, three years 
ago. And, re-seed, too, in the bare 
spots. In the fifth year, treat the 
land just as you did in the second 
year... Graze it lightly, and only 
after June fifteenth, or there- 
abouts. In the sixth year, treat 
it like you did in the third year. 
Graze it early, and be sure you 
take all your stock off while there 
is still some moisture in the soil. 

This is the recommended graz- 
ing cycle for reclaimed foothill 
range land. It may not give you 
all the use of the land that you 
you should have, but it will give 
more efficient use, and will pay 
off in higher dividends in the 
long run. Land worth reclaiming 
is worth good managing.

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What About? 
That Locker Pig? 


By ROBERT H. ANDERSON 
Assistant Farm Advisor 


Some common questions on rais- 
ing a pig for the locker box are 
how old and how heavy should 
the feeder pig be, and how long 
is the expected feeding period 
before slaughter? 


About the best age’ feeder pig 
is two to three months old and 
the best weight is from 30 to 50 
pounds. The desired weight and 
finish should be reached in about 
six to seven months. That should 
bring the feeder up to a little 
over 200 pounds. 

A young growing pig is more 
economical to feed because it 
makes greater gains than the older 
animals do. The feeder pig should 
weight about one-half pound of 
each day of its age up to three 
months,

Pros and cons of the dam pro- 
sect on the Tule river east of Por- 


terv lle were discussed at a meet-

presentatives of the United States | 


Army engineers, and the Tulare 
county board of supervisors held 


Monday afternoon at the Porter- | 


ville city hall. 

The meeting was called by coun- 
ty supervisors at the request of 
members of the Committee Oppos- 
ed To Construction of Success | 
Dam, headed by Ray Kincaid, 
president, and Sardis Templeton, | 


presided. 

Persons speaking in opposition 
to the dam stated that the dam is 
not necessary; that estimated 
flood control and irrigation bene- 


fits do not justify expenditure of « 


tax money for the dam; that fi- 
gures of U. S. Army engineers as 
to average flood damage are ex- 
cessive; that the dam would con- 
stitute a ‘death trap” for persons 
living below it and that area 
flooded by water behind the dam 
would result in a $40,000 tax loss 
to the county of Tulare. 

Ray Williams, acting as spokes- 
man for land owners along the 
river below the dam, declared that 
long-range benefits would accrue 
from the dam on a basis of flood 
control, irrigat'on and conserva- 
tion features of the dam and that 
even though the dam would result 
in the innudation of property 
lying behind the dam, construc- 
tion of the project would result in 
“greatest good for the greatest 
numbers.” 

During the meeting, general 
plans for the dam and estimated 
benefits were discussed by Wil- 
liam A. Doyle and R. R. Edw ards 
representing the U. 8. Army en- 
g neers, with the statement made 
that the proposed dam would* cost 
about $10,000,000, that estimated 
flood benefits would run in ex- 
cess of $350,000 per year; that 
estimated irrigation benefits 
would be in excess of $50,000 
and that cost to maintain and 
amortorize the capital investment
